Claim 30 (Currently Amended): An image display method comprising: 
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storing in a first memory image data relating to a first function of an image display 
apparatus executed bv a first processor : 

storing in a second memory image data relating to a second function of the 
image display apparatus executed bv a second processor when the second function of 
the image display apparatus is being executed; 

storing in the second memory image data relating to the first function when the 
second function is not being executed; 

displaying on a first portion of a display a non-composite image based on 
contents of one or the other of the first and second memories; and 

displaying on a second portion of the display a composite image based on a 
composite of contents of both the first and second memories. 

Cancel claims 33-40 and 42-44. 


2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
claims a system having two processors for respectively processing communication and 
game related data, where the game and communication data are separately stored in 
memory; and displaying a composite display portion based on data from both memories 
and non-composite display portion based on data from either memory (claims 1,9, 10, 
11, 14, 26 & 30), which is not disclosed in the prior art of record.
